Custom features 



Do you have Voice Mail on the phone line? 

If you have Voice Mail on the phone line where you will install your 
new machine, there is a strong possibility that Voice Mail and the 
machine may conflict with each other while receiving incoming calls. 

Why should there be problems? 

Since both the machine and Voice Mail will pick up the call, after the 
number of rings you have set, each of them has the ability to keep 
the other from receiving calls. 

For example, if your Voice Mail is set to answer after two rings and 
your machine is set to answer after four, your Voice Mail will stop 
your machine from receiving faxes. 

If you set Voice Mail and the Brother machine to answer after the 
same number of rings, there is no way of knowing which one will 
answer first. It is important to remember that neither Voice Mail nor 
the machine can pass the call back to the other after the call has 
been answered. 

How can you avoid possible problems? 

A very good way to avoid problems like the one mentioned, is to get 
a second phone number on your present phone line. 

Many people with Voice Mail choose an alternative service, which is 
called "Distinctive Ring", and they are very satisfied with it. (See 
Distinctive Ring on page 5-14.) 

Another way to avoid possible problems is to replace your Voice Mail 
with an answering machine. Your Brother machine is designed to 
work with an answering machine or TAD (telephone answering 
device). 

(See Connecting an external telephone answering device (TAD) on 
page 1-10.) 
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Fax tones and handshake 



When someone is sending a fax, the machine sends fax calling tones 
(CNG tones). These are quiet, intermittent beeps every 4-seconds. 
You'll hear them after you dial and press Black Start or Color 
Start and they will continue for about 60 seconds after dialing. 
During that time, the sending machine must begin the "handshake", 
or connection, with the receiving machine. 

Each time you use automatic procedures to send a fax, you are 
sending CNG tones over the phone line. You'll soon learn to listen for 
these quiet beeps each time you answer a phone on your fax line, so 
you will know if you are receiving a fax message. 

The receiving fax responds with fax receiving tones, which are loud, 
chirping sounds. A receiving fax chirps for about 40 seconds over the 
phone line, and the LCD shows Receiving. 

If your machine is set to the Fax only mode, it will answer every call 
automatically with fax receiving tones. If the other person hangs up, 
your machine will continue to send the "chirps" for about 40 seconds, 
and the LCD continues to show Receiving. To cancel receiving, 
press Stop/Exit. 

The fax 'handshake' is the time in which the sending machine's CNG 
tones and the receiving machine's "chirps" overlap. This must be for 
at least 2 to 4 seconds, so both machines can understand how each 
is sending and receiving the fax. The handshake cannot begin until 
the call is answered, and the CNG tones only last for about 60 
seconds after the number is dialed. So it is important for the receiving 
machine to answer the call in as few rings as possible. 

When you have an external Telephone Answering Device (TAD) 
on your fax line, your TAD will decide the number of rings before 
the call is answered. 

Pay special attention to the directions for connecting a TAD in 
this chapter. (See Connecting an external telephone answering 
device (TAD) on page 1-10.) 
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ECM (Error Correction Mode) 



The Error Correction Mode (ECM) is a way for the machine to check 
a fax transmission while it is in progress. If the machine detects 
errors during fax transmission, it resends the pages of the fax that 
had an error. ECM transmissions are only possible between fax 
machines that both have this feature. If they do, you may send and 
receive fax messages that are continuously being checked by the 
machine. 

Your machine must have enough memory for this feature to work. 

Connecting the machine 

Connecting an external telephone 

If your machine does not have a handset, you can connect a 
separate telephone (or telephone answering device) directly to your 
machine as shown in the diagram below. 

Connect the modular plug on the telephone line cord to the jack 
labeled EXT. in the back of the machine. 




When this phone (or TAD) is in use, the LCD shows Telephone. 
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Connecting an external telephone answering

Sequence 

You may choose to connect an answering device. However, when 
you have an external TAD on the same telephone line as the 
machine, the TAD answers all calls and the machine "listens" for fax 
calling (CNG) tones. If it hears them, the machine takes over the call 
and receives the fax. If it doesn't hear CNG tones, the machine lets 
the TAD continue playing your outgoing message so your caller can 
leave you a voice message. 

The TAD must answer within four rings (the recommended setting is 
two rings). The machine cannot hear CNG tones until the TAD has 
answered the call, and with four rings there are only 8 to 10 seconds 
of CNG tones left for the fax "handshake". Make sure you carefully 
follow the instructions in this guide for recording your outgoing 
message. We do not recommend using the toll saver feature on your 
external answering machine if it exceeds five rings. 

«&/ If you do not receive all your faxes, reduce the Ring Delay 
^ setting on your external TAD. 

0/ If You Subscribe to your Telephone Company's Distinctive Ring 
" Service: 

You may connect an external TAD to a separate wall jack only 
if you subscribe to your telephone company's Distinctive Ring 
service, have registered the distinctive ring pattern on your 
machine, and use that number as a fax number. The 
recommended setting is at least four rings on the external TAD 
when you have the telephone company's Distinctive Ring 
Service. You cannot use the Toll Saver setting. 

If You Do Not Subscribe to Distinctive Ring Service: 



You must plug your TAD into the EXT. jack of your machine. If 
your TAD is plugged into a wall jack, both your machine and the 
TAD will try to control the phone line. (See illustration below.) 
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Unless you are using Distinctive Ring, do not connect a 
TAD elsewhere on the same phone line.

The external TAD must be plugged into the back of the machine, into 
the jack labeled EXT. Your machine cannot work properly if you plug 
the TAD into a wall jack (unless you are using Distinctive Ring). 

1 Plug the telephone line cord from the telephone wall jack into the 
back of the machine, in the jack labeled LINE. 

2 Plug the telephone line cord from your external TAD into the 
back of the machine, in the jack labeled EXT. (Make sure this 
cord is connected to the TAD at the TAD's telephone //'nejack, 
and not its telephone jack.) 

3 Set your external TAD to four rings or less. (The machine's Ring 
Delay setting does not apply.) 

4 Record the outgoing message on your external TAD. 

5 Set the TAD to answer calls. 

6 For MFC-3320CN, set the Receive Mode to External tad. 
(See Choosing the Receive Mode (MFC-3320CN only) on page 



For FAX-1920CN, set the Receive Mode to Manual (See 
Choosing the Receive Mode (FAX-1920CN only) on page 5-3.) 

Make sure the Easy Receive Setting is ON. (See Easy Receive 



5-1.)

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Recording outgoing message (OGM) on an external TAD 

Timing is important in recording this message. The message sets up 
the ways to handle both manual and automatic fax reception. 

1 Record 5 seconds of silence at the beginning of your message. 
(This allows your machine time to listen for the fax CNG tones 
of automatic transmissions before they stop.) 

2 Limit your speaking to 20 seconds. 

3 End your 20-second message by giving your Fax Receive Code 
for people sending manual faxes. For example: 

"After the beep, leave a message or send a fax by pressing 
* 51 and Start." 

0/ We recommend beginning your OGM with an initial 5-second 
^ silence because the machine cannot hear fax tones over a 

resonant or loud voice. You may try omitting this pause, but if your 
machine has trouble receiving, then you must re-record the OGM 
to include it. 
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Special line considerations 



Roll over phone lines 

A roll over phone system is a group of two or more separate 
telephone lines that pass incoming calls to each other if they are 
busy. The calls are usually passed down or "rolled over" to the next 
available phone line in a preset order. 

Your machine can work in a roll over system as long as it is the last 
number in the sequence, so the call cannot roll away. Do not put the 
machine on any of the other numbers; when the other lines are busy 
and a second fax call is received, the fax call would be transferred to 
a line that does not have a fax machine. Your machine will work 
best on a dedicated line. 

Two-line phone system 

A two-line phone system is nothing more than two separate phone 
numbers on the same wall outlet. The two phone numbers can be on 
separate jacks (RJ11) or combined into one jack (RJ14). Your 
machine must be plugged into an RJ1 1 jack. RJ1 1 and RJ14 jacks 
may be equal in size and appearance and both may contain four 
wires (black, red, green, yellow). To test the type of jack, plug in a 
two-line phone and see if it can access both lines. If it can, you must 
separate the line for your machine. (See Easy Receive 
(MFC-3320CN only) on page 5-8.) 
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Converting telephone wall outlets 

There are three ways to convert to an RJ1 1 jack. The first two ways 
may require assistance from the telephone company. You can 
change the wall outlets from one RJ 14 jack to two RJ1 1 jacks. Or, 
you can have an RJ1 1 wall outlet installed and slave or jump one of 
the phone numbers to it. 

The third way is the easiest: Buy a triplex adapter. You can plug a 
triplex adapter into an RJ14 outlet. It separates the wires into two 
separate RJ1 1 jacks (Line 1 , Line 2) and a third RJ14 jack (Lines 1 
and 2). If your machine is on Line 1 , plug the machine into L1 of the 
triplex adapter. If your machine is on Line 2, plug it into L2 of the triple 



adapter.

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Installing machine, external two-line TAD and two-line 
telephone 

When you are installing an external two-line telephone answering 
device (TAD) and a two-line telephone, your machine must be 
isolated on one line at both the wall jack and at the TAD. The most 
common connection is to put the machine on Line 2, which is 
explained in the following steps. The back of the two-line TAD must 
have two telephone jacks: one labeled L1 or L1/L2, and the other 
labeled L2. You will need at least three telephone line cords, the one 
that came with your machine and two for your external two-line TAD. 
You will need a fourth line cord if you add a two-line telephone. 

1 Place the two-line TAD and the two-line telephone next to your 
machine. 

2 Plug one end of the telephone line cord for your machine into the 
L2 jack of the triplex adapter. Plug the other end into the LINE 
jack on the back of the machine. 

3 Plug one end of the first telephone line cord for your TAD into 
the L1 jack of the triplex adapter. Plug the other end into the L1 
or L1/L2 jack of the two-line TAD. 

4 Plug one end of the second telephone line cord for your TAD 
into the L2 jack of the two-line TAD. Plug the other end into the 
EXT. jack on the left side of the machine.

You can keep two-line telephones on other wall outlets as always. 
There are two ways to add a two-line telephone to the machine's wall 
outlet. You can plug the telephone line cord from the two-line 
telephone into the L1 +L2 jack of the triplex adapter. Or, you can plug 
the two-line telephone into the TEL jack of the two-line TAD. 
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Multi-line connections (PBX) 



Most offices use a central telephone system. While it is often 
relatively simple to connect the machine to a key system or a PBX 
(Private Branch Exchange), we suggest that you contact the 
company that installed your telephone system and ask them to 
connect the machine for you. It is advisable to have a separate line 
for the machine. You can then leave the Receive Mode set to Fax 
Only to receive faxes any time of the day or night. 

If the machine is to be connected to a multi-line system, ask your 
installer to connect the unit to the last line on the system. This 
prevents the unit from being activated each time a telephone call is 
received. 

If you are installing the machine to work with a PBX 

1 It is not guaranteed that the unit will operate properly under all 
circumstances with a PBX. Any cases of difficulty should be 
reported first to the company that handles your PBX. 

2 If all incoming calls will be answered by a switchboard operator, 
it is recommended that the Receive Mode be set to Manual. All 
incoming calls should initially be regarded as telephone calls. 

Custom features on your phone line 

If you have Call Waiting/Caller ID with the MFC-3320CN, or Call 
Waiting, Voice Mail, RingMaster, an answering service, an alarm 
system or other custom feature on one phone line it may create a 
problem with the operation of your machine. (See Custom features 
on page 1-7 and Custom features on a single line, on page 14-9.) 
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Loading originals and paper 



Load originals 



You can copy and scan from the ADF (automatic document feeder). 

Using the automatic document feeder (ADF) 

■ Originals must be between 3.5 and 8.5 inches wide and 5 and 14 
inches long. 

■ Make sure you place the originals face down, top edge first. 

■ Adjust the paper guides to fit the width of your original.

DO NOT use curled, wrinkled, folded, or ripped paper, or paper 
with staples, paper clips, paste or tape attached. DO NOT use 
cardboard, newspaper or fabric. 
Make sure originals written with ink are completely dry. 
DO NOT pull on the original while it is in progress. 
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About paper 

The print quality of your original can be affected by the kind of paper 
you use in the machine. 

To get the best print quality for the settings you've chosen, always 
set the Paper Type to match the type of paper you load. 
You can use plain paper, inkjet paper (coated paper), glossy paper, 
transparencies and envelopes. 

We recommend testing various paper types before purchasing large 
quantities. 

For best results, use the recommended paper. 

When you print on inkjet paper (coated paper), transparencies 
and glossy paper, be sure to select the proper media in the 
"Basic" tab in the printer driver. 

Also avoid stacking by removing each page after it exits the 
machine to avoid smudging. 

Handling and using special paper 

■ Store paper in its original packaging, and keep it sealed. Keep the 
paper flat and away from moisture, direct sunlight and heat. 

■ The coated side of glossy paper is shiny. Avoid touching the 
shiny (coated) side. Load glossy paper with the shiny side facing 
up toward you. 

■ Avoid touching either side of transparencies, because they 
absorb water and perspiration easily, and this may cause 
decreased output quality. Transparencies designed for laser 
printers/copiers may stain your next original. Use only 
transparencies recommended for inkjet printing.

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How to load paper and envelopes 

To load paper or other media 

1 Fan the stack of paper well to avoid paper jams and mis-feeds. 




2 Unfold the paper support, and press and slide the paper guide 
to fit the paper width. 




3 Gently insert the paper. 

Make sure the print side is towards you and the paper is below 
the maximum paper mark. 
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To load glossy paper 

1 Fan the stack of glossy paper well. 

2 Put a sheet of plain paper in the paper tray first, and then put the 
stack of glossy paper on top of it. 

If the glossy sheets are 'double-feeding', put one sheet in the 
^ paper tray at a time. 



To load envelopes

Polling

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Telephone services 

Your machine supports the Distinctive Ring and Caller ID subscriber 
telephone services that some telephone companies offer. The 
FAX-1920CN also supports the Call Waiting/Caller ID subscriber 
service. 



Distinctive Ring 



Brother uses the term 'Distinctive Ring' but different telephone 
companies have other names for this service such as SmartRing, 
RingMaster, Teen-Ring, Indent-a-Call or Indent-a-Ring. 

What does your telephone company's 'Distinctive Ring' do? 

Your telephone company's Distinctive Ring service allows you to 
have more than one number on the same phone line. If you need 
more than one phone number, it is cheaper than paying for an 
extra line. Each phone number has its own distinctive ring pattern, 
so you will know which phone number is ringing. This is one way you 
can have a separate phone number for your machine. 

Please call your telephone company for availability and rates. 



What does Brother's 'Distinctive Ring' do? 

The Brother machine has a Distinctive Ring feature that allows you 
to use your machine to take full advantage of the telephone 
company's Distinctive Ring service. The new phone number on your 
line can just receive faxes. 

You must pay for your telephone company's Distinctive Ring 
service before you program the machine to work with it. 
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Do you have Voice Mail? 

If you have Voice Mail on the phone line that you will install your new 
machine on, there is a strong possibility that Voice Mail and the 
machine will conflict with each other while receiving incoming calls. 
However, the Distinctive Ring feature allows you to use more 
than one number on your line, so both Voice Mail and the 
machine can work together without any problems. If each one 
has a separate phone number, neither will interfere with the other's 
operations. 

If you decide to get the Distinctive Ring service from the telephone 
company, you will need to follow the directions below to 'register' the 
new Distinctive Ring pattern they give you. This is so your machine 
can recognize its incoming calls. 

You can change or cancel the Distinctive Ring pattern at any 
time. You can switch it off temporarily, and turn it back on later. 
When you get a new fax number, make sure you reset this 
feature. 

Before you choose the ring pattern to register 

You can only register one Distinctive Ring pattern with the machine. 
Some ring patterns cannot be registered. The ring patterns below are 
supported by your Brother machine. Register the one your telephone 
company gives you.

If the ring pattern you received is not on this chart, please call 
your telephone company and ask for one that is shown.

(Other telephones on the same line will 
ring.)

■ You will see the first 16 characters of the number (or name). 

■ out of Area display means call originated outside your Caller

If both the name and number are received, the LCD shows only the 
name.

If you did not use up any of the numbers 
for Groups, access codes or credit card numbers, you can 
'broadcast' faxes to as many as 154 (FAX-1920CN) or 158

number of locations used for broadcasting. If you broadcast to the 
maximum numbers available, you will not be able to use Dual Access 
and Delayed fax.

If you have Call Waiting/Caller ID with the MFC-3320CN, or Call 
Waiting, Ring Master, Voice Mail, an alarm system or any other custom 
feature on a single phone line with your machine, it may create a 
problem sending or receiving fax data. 

For example: If you are sending or receiving a fax message while a 
custom feature signal comes through on the line, the signal can 
temporarily interrupt or disrupt the fax data. Brother's ECM feature 
should help overcome this problem. This condition is related to the 
telephone system industry and is common to all devices that send and 
receive data on a single, shared line with custom features. If avoiding a 
slight interruption is crucial to your business, we recommend a separate 
phone line with no custom features.

ADF (automatic document feeder) The original can be placed in 
the ADF and scanned one page at a time automatically. 

Auto Reduction Reduces the size of incoming faxes. 

Automatic fax transmission (MFC-3320CN only) Sending a fax 
without picking up the handset of an external phone. 

Automatic fax transmission (FAX-1920CN only) Sending a fax 
without picking up the handset of the machine or pressing Hook. 

Automatic Redial A feature that enables your machine to redial the 

last fax number after five minutes if the fax did not go through 

because the line was busy. 
Backup Print Your machine prints a copy of every fax that is 

received and stored in memory. This is a safety feature so you will 

not lose messages during a power failure. 
Batch Transmission (Black and white faxes only) As a cost 

savings feature, all delayed faxes to the same fax number will be 

sent as one transmission. 

Brightness Changing the Brightness makes the whole image 
lighter or darker. 

Beeper Volume Volume setting for the beep when you press a key 
or make an error. 

Broadcasting The ability to send the same fax message to more 
than one location. 

Cancel Job Cancels a programmed job, like Delayed Fax or 
Polling. 

CNG tones The special tones (beeps) sent by fax machines during 
automatic transmission to tell the receiving machine that a fax 
machine is calling. 

Coding method Method of coding the information contained in the 
original. All fax machines must use a minimum standard of 
Modified Huffman (MH). Your machine is capable of greater 
compression methods, Modified Read (MR), Modified Modified 
Read (MMR) and JPEG, if the receiving machine has the same 
capability. 
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Communication error (or Comm. Error) An error during fax 
sending or receiving, usually caused by line noise or static. 

Compatibility group The ability of one fax unit to communicate 
with another. Compatibility is assured between ITU-T Groups. 

Contrast Setting to compensate for dark or light originals, by 
making faxes or copies of dark originals lighter and light originals 
darker. 

Delayed Fax Sends your fax at a specified later time that day. 

Distinctive Ring A subscriber service purchased from the 

telephone company that gives you another phone number on an 
existing phone line. The Brother machine uses the new number to 
simulate a dedicated fax line. 

Dual Access Your machine can scan outgoing faxes or scheduled 
jobs into memory at the same time it is sending a fax or receiving 
or printing an incoming fax. 

Easy Receive Enables your machine to respond to CNG tones if 
you interrupt a fax call by answering it. 

ECM (Error Correction Mode) Detects errors during fax 

transmission and resends the pages of the fax that had an error. 

Extension phone A telephone on the fax number that is plugged 
into a separate wall jack. 

External phone A TAD (telephone answering device) or telephone 
that is plugged into the EXT jack of the machine. 

F/T Ring Time The length of time that the Brother machine rings 
(when the Receive Mode setting is Fax/Tel) to notify you to pick 
up a voice call that it answered. 

Fax Forwarding Sends a fax received into the memory to another 
pre-programmed fax number. 

Fax Receive Code Press this code ( 5 1 ) when you answer a fax 
call on an extension or external phone. 

Fax Storage You can print stored faxes later or retrieve them from 
another location using Fax Forwarding or Remote Retrieval 
operations.

Fax Journal Lists information about the last 200 incoming and 
outgoing faxes. TX means Transmit. RX means Receive. 

Journal Period The pre-programmed time period between 

automatically printed Fax Journal Reports. You can print the Fax 
Journal on demand without interrupting the cycle. 

LCD (liquid crystal display) The display screen on the machine 
that shows interactive messages during On-Screen Programming 
and shows the date and time when the machine is idle. 

Manual fax (MFC-3320CN only) When you lift the handset of your 
external telephone or press Hook so you can hear the receiving 
fax machine answer before you press Black Start or Color 
Start to begin transmission.
